NOTHING approaching the snow-storm of 
yesterday and Wednesday night has ever oc- 
curred in this region.

APPORTIONMENT. 
SURPRISES. 
Special Dispaich to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinetox, D. C. March 3.—There 
have been several surprises in the 
latter part of the present session of 
Congress. One of these was the 
consideration of the Apportionment bill 
in the House yesterday, when it was sup- 
posed to be dead beyond recall. A surprise 
that was materially increased by the agree- 
ment upon the number 319, for which the 
Republicans have contended all along. 
The assent of  two-thirds—practicaliy 
unanimous consent—was secured to ad- 
mit a proposition submitted by Mr. 
Cox to vote upon four numbers, 
in the order named,—822, 319, 315, and 307. 
The first was the extreme Republican de- 
mand, giving the North a gain of three 
in excess of the Southern gain. The second 
was the Conservative-Republican proposition, 
dividing the gain evenly between the two 
sections. ‘The third and fourth were the 
Democratic propositions, each giving the 
South a gain of four in excess of the 
Northern gain. 

THE PROPOSITION SUBMITTED 

was a very fair one, and calculated to reflect 
credit upon Mr. Cox, who, as Chairman 
of the Census Committee, has given much 
time and energy to  seclring an 
Apportionment bill at this sessicn. There 
were Republicans who were prepared to vote 
for 307 rather than have no apportioument, 
and, as it proved, Democrats who were 
willing to vote for the fair and equitable 
proposition of 319. It became evident 
that Republican assent was given to 
Mr. Cox’s proposition in the belief 
that a sufficient Number of votes would 
be received for 319 from the other 
to carry it. These Democratic 
votes were secured rather on account of 
State considerations, perhaps, than on ac- 
cou nt of the fairness of the equal division of 
the gains between the two sections.

In thus severing our official 
relations, | avall myself of the opportunity to 
express my gratetul appreciation and heactfelt 
thanks fur the support and assistance you have 
uniformly given me in the discharge of the 
duties of that office. I shall ever cherish with 
pleasant memories, my friendly asssociation with 
yos as a member of your Cabinet, and shall fol- 
ow you in your fetirement from your great 
office with the best wishes and highest regard. 
Very truly your friend, JOHN SHERMAN, 

FAREWELLS. 

Secretary Sherman took leave this after- 
noon of the officers and employés of the Treas- 
ury Depariment, who had assembled in his 
room, in the following words in reply to the 
address of Assistant-Secretary French: 

Mk. ACTING-SECRRTARY FRENCH AND LADIES 
AND GENTLEMEN; I bave received this mark of 
your appreciation and kindness with more emo- 
tion than usual with me. I feel that we have 
served together du four years of important 
and exacting labor.

MANY OF YOU ARE INDISPENSABLE 
to the public service. The head of this Denese 
ment may change, may come and go, and ye 
there are men whom I now address who coul 
not be spared from the public service, and from 
this Department, a8 readily as any Secretary 
who might be named. our duties are ex- 
tremely important. The safety of the public 
money, the public Interests, all depend upon the 
exactness with which accounts are kept, and the 
various duties of subordinates are observed and 
performed. Without the signature of many of 
you, I sign no paper of importance. The great 
body of the duties of this partment are per- 
formed by you. It is only here and there, when 
new questions arise, or where important policies 
are to be pursued, that the Secretary of 
the Treasury performs important functions. 
You bave the custody and control of the collec- 
tion and disbursement of the public revenues.

AN ARIZONA HOMICIDE. 


End of a Bemarkable Career. 
_ Dispatch to Denver Tribune. 
Tomasrone, A. T., Feb. 26.—Charies 8. Storms, 
a pioneer of the Pacific Coast of many years’ 
standing, and well-known in Colorado, was killed 
by Luke Short, a well-known young man about 


town, last hight. Both were gamblers by pro- 


fession. The fatal encounter was the result of 


a quarrel over a faro table. Storms had trouble 


with several persons around the table, and final- 
ly a dispute arose between him and Short, cul- 
minating in an open quarrel, wherein some very 
hard words were used. 

A little after 1 o'clock Short was standing in 
the Oriental saloon, in which ‘the first trouble 
oceurred, in company with several acquaint- 
ances, when Storms, who was much under the 
intluence of liquor, stepped up to bim, and tak- 
ing hold of him by the cout collar, said: Come 
here, I want to see you,” at the same time pull- 
ing bim towards the street. 

hen a few feet away from the sidewalk 
Storms said: Lou called me an old, gray- 
bearded s— of a b—— this morning!” 4 

As he made the remark be cominenced to pull 
a pistol. Short at the same time went for bis 
and commenced backing away, and tired first, 
the bullet striking Storms in the breast and pen- 
etrating the heart. Storms staggered and feil 
on his back in the street, but, raising himself b 
a desperate effort, aimed his revolver with bo 
bands at Short, failing to bit him. 

Short then fired two more shots at the pros 
trate man, one of them taking effect in the rear 
of the abdomen, and inflicted a wound which 
would of itseif have proved fatal. 

An officer arresied Short, and immediately 
turned him over for safe-keeping to the Deputy 
United States Marshal. . 

The body of Storms was then conveyed to bis 
room in the San Jose House.

Salvini presented his Macbeth last night at 
McVicker’s to an audience that looked small in 
com purison to the size of the theatre. Of course 
the weather interfered seriousiy with the at- 
tendance, as it did at all the theatres. In this 
character, as in every work Salvini presents, he 
does not leave any ove in the dark in regard to 
his conception. He makes it clear, distinct in 
all its features, and these features are projected 
with all the felicities of treatment which a 
strong intellect, a poetic fancy, and a thorougu 
mastery of the mechanism of acting can bestow. 
The other day he himself desoribed his idea of 
the character of Macbeth as that of a 
great warrior, who would, at the same time, 
have been a man of noble beart if ambition had 
not brought him to the commission of crimes. 
Before he commits the firet crime he is a war- 
rior, proud, bold, and daring. Fate in the form 
of the witches appear before him and prognosti- 
cut: chat he shall be King. Then the glory of 
the warrior disappears, aud ambition to become 
King takes its place. He conceives the idea of 
the first crime in order to reach’ the gual of his 
ambition. Lady Macbeth feeds this ambition, 
gives him courage, prompts him to other crimes 
from the commission of which bis natural no- 
bility of disposition shrinks. All through the play, 
even after the commission of the first crime, he 
retains bis pride; and when he is besieged 
on every side with difficulties he feels like a lion 
in a den struck at by people he cannot reach. 
He resorts to the witches, They tell him to be 
bloody. bold, and resolute, for none of woman 
born shall harm Macheth.”” He is encouraged. 
His courage is first broken down by the news of 
the death of his wife,and when Macbeth telis 
him that he “ frum his mother’s womb was most 
untimely ripped,” he tights not as if ne were the 
incarnation of despair, but with the fierce ani- - 
mal cor rage of a man ia. whom violent action

has obliterated all the aginative terrors 
of his hauated life. Saivini embodies

It will 
go far to atone for a number of serious mis- 
takes which he has recently committed, and 
will make an appropriate ending of an Ad- 
ministration which has been dignified and 
upright, whatever may have been its errors 
of. judgment or indiscreet acts in the way of 
appointments. 

The main objections to the bill in its pres- 
ent shape are stated by the President in a 
forcible manner. His criticisms are con- 
fined to the Carlisle coercive fifth section. 
If that were out of the way, he says plainly, 
he would approve the bill, and he invites 
Congress to reönact it without the bank- 
bulldozing section, in which case his sig- 
nature will be promptly forthcoming. While 
the President believes that a 3% per cent 
rate within the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury would be safer than 3 per cent, 
he does not set up his judgment on this point 
against that of Congress. He tacitly admits 
that the authority of the law-making body in 
such a matter, when no principle is involved, 
should be above his own; and he vetoes this 
bill not because it is unwise in its funding 
provisions, but because it contains injurious 


Banking law that have no proper relations to 
the subject of funding. 

The first specific criticism of the fifth sec- 
tion offered by the President is that it requires 
the banks to substitute an inferior for a su- 
perior security. The object of the law pro- 
viding for deposits of bonds to secure Na- 
tional-bank circulation is to protect the 
people from loss through the failure of any 
bank to redeem its notes. The rep! of 
high-priced bonds with 8 per cen ould 
diminish the value of these deposits. There 
is no assurance that 3 per cents, even if they 
should be sold for par (which is véry doubt- 
ful), could be kept there.

The pub- 
lic has no further concern with their man- 
agement than to see that they are sound and 
financially responsible. It was never con- 
templated that they should be made involun- 
tary subscribers to a loan which, in their 
judgment, was not a paying investment. 

The fifth section, as the President strongly 
intimates, was not adopted in good faith. It 
is a covert stab of the Bourbons at the banks, 
directed more by malice and disappointed 
spleen than by any high sense of public duty. 
Its purpose pay have been to drive them out 
of the business; and whether this was the in- 
tention or not, there is too much reason to 
fear that it might have been the result, The 
President truly says: “Any refunding act 
will defeat its own object if it imperils the 
National-banking system or seriously impairs 
its usefulness.” But the object of some 
of the promoters of this bill was apparently 
less to fund the debt at a low rate of interest 
than to wound the banking system. They 
would, if they had their way, strike it down, 
and they sought by the fifth section to weak- 
en it and prepare the way fur its downfall, 
and the restoration of the old State-sover- 
eignty system of wild-cat institutions. 

The defeat of the bill in its original shape 
will relieve President Garfield’s Administra- 
tion of serious embarrassment. It would 
have been most distasteful for a Republican 
Administration to oppress and perhaps 
destroy a banking system which is one of the 
best products of Republican policy. Tue 
Carlisle section might have required extreme 
measures, and perhaps have caused a 
financial convulsion. President Garfield is 
happily freed from responsibility on this 
score: and he, in common with all others 
who have the welfare of the country truly at 
heart, must rejoice that President Hayes has 
interfered to prevent the possibility of so 
disastrous a result. 


— 
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PRESIDENT HAYES RETIRES. 

To-day President Hayes lays down the of- 
fice of President of the United States and 
retires to private life. A few words as to his 
administration of the executive office may be 
appropriate. 

Mr. Hayes entered the office under circum- 
stances which had attended the election of 
no other President. There was a cloud upon 
the title, and, for the first time in the history 
of our Nation, the justice of the award of 
the office to him was not only strongly ques- 
tioned, but widely doubted. Unfortunately, 
under our peculiar system of political ma- 
chinery, there was no tribunal with authori- 
ty to decide the allegations of fraud made by 
both parties in certain States, and, to avert 
the question of a disputed succession, Con- 
gress provided a special means of reaching a 
judgment which beforehand was declared 
should be final. It was under the decision 
of this Commission, itself as nearly equally 
divided as possible, that Mr. Hayes was de- 
clared elected, The reverence of the Ameri- 
can people for authority was never sostrong- 
ly displayed as in the universal acquiescence 
by the country in this judgment, in the sub- 
stantial justice df which there was so wide 
a diversity of opinion. 

The President at once adopted the theory 
that the people of the late rebellious States 
had reached that point in returning Union 
sentiment that their acceptance of the 
changed political and social relations of the 
country would be best promoted by the with- 
drawal of all seeming coercion, and appeal- 
ing to their sense of justice. 
there were opposing State Governments in 
Louisiana and South Carolina, and actual 
strife was only averted by the intervention of 
troops in those States. Knowing the result as 
to the claims of these Governments, the Pres- 
ident gave orders for the withdrawal of the 
Federal troops, and the State Governments 
professing to be elected by the Democrats, as 
distinguished from those elected by the Re- 
publicans, at once became the recognized 
Governments of those States. That the Pres- 
ident was actuated by the highest public con- 
siderations, and that he hoped confidently 
that this yielding to the clamor that all these 
ex-Rebels wanted was home rule” would 
extinguish the Southern antagonism to the re- 
construction policy of the Government, there 
can be no doubt. How that expectation 
failed, and how “ home rule“ was merely used 
to solidify Southern sentiment, to crush out 
free speech and free voting, and to enable the 
sixteen ex-slaveholding States to unite in a 
persistent nullification of the National 
laws, has passed into history. The result 
sought by the President was worthy of the 
highest commendation; that his effort failed 
through irreconcilable malignity on the part 
of those in whom he had placed confidence 
in no way detracts from the patriotic endeav- 
ors of the President to putan end to the 
policy of war. 

The President, in his acceptance of the 
nomination and in his inaugural address, 
spoke words of noble promise in the matter 
of reforming the Civil Service, and because 
those promises have not been fulfilled in all 
the details of legislative enactments it has 
been declared that this part of his policy has 
been a failure. To understand this question 
it must be remembered that any interference 
with the Civil Service involves a di- 
rect warfare upon usages which have 
become established in American politics. 
The President is clothed by law with the 
power of all.appointments above certain 
grades of service, but practically he has no 
such power, and during many Administra- 
tions the Senators and Representatives in 
Congress have usurped the authority of 
naming the persons forall the offices, both 
great and small, leaving to the President 
simply the official authority of commission- 
ing the men designated by them. Abuses are 
inevitabie under this system, and if the Presi- 
dent did no more he broke up the abuses. It 
must be also remembered that when he was 
elected the Civil Service had become one 
universal scandal, and any attempt to reform 
it had been deciared a personal assault upon 
the privileges of Congressmen. The land 
was filled with seandals from the Cabinet 
down to weigher in the Custom-House. 
President Hayes at least put an end to these 
scandals; he put the unclean out of office, 
-and made personal honesty a requisit for 
retention. In ali his efforts in this respect 
he met the fierce opposition of Republicans 
and Democrats in Congress. In the expiring 
hours of his Administration the President 
betrayed an unfortunate weakness in some 
of his appointments, and this is the only in- 


stance in which he failed to be a friend and

judgment to select able men, and men of in- 
’ tegrity, for his Cabinet. In point of ability as 
executive officers, Mr. Evarts, Mr. Sher- 
compare favorably with the best men who 
have filled Cabinet offices for many years. 
The weight of the Administration has been 
always given to the preservation of the Na- 
tional credit. The resumption of specie pay- 
ments in 1879 will pass into history as a 
memorable instance of National integrity 
enforced by a firm exercise of authority in 
the Executive. There have been some dif- 
ferences of opinion on minor de vf the 
financial management, notably in case of 
the remonetization of silver, but the whole 


country bears grateful testimony to the gen- 


eral wisdom of the administration of the Na- 
tional finances. 

The President during the whole term of his 
office was opposed by an adverse majority in 
one House of Congress, and by an adverse 
majority in both Houses during the latter 
half of his term, This opposition endeav- 
ored to coerce the Government into an aban- 
donment of the laws passed for the security 
of life and peace and the purity of elec 
in the Southern States. It required 
patience and firmness by the Executive to re- 
sist these aggressions, and his vetoes of the 
various measures of this kind will rank fa- 
vorably among the papers which record the 
history of this eventful struggle for the 
preservation of the constitutional independ- 
ence of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Hayes has preserved throughout his 
term the personal dignity, decorum, and re- 
publican simplicity becoming to a President 
of the United States. He has arrogated no 
powers not belonging to his office; he has 
avoided the personal pretensions which are 
the outgrowth of vanity. He has in truth 
been the Republican President of a Republic 
of freemen, and lays down the office he has 
so creditably and honorably filled with that 
cheerfulness which might have beep ex- 
pected of a man who before accepting it 
declared his purpose to hold it but fora 
single term. 

Mr. Hayes and his Administration will to- 
day pass into the history of the past. That 
history, it it be truthfully written, will 
award to him earnest patriotisin, an honest 
desire to serve his country faithfully and 
promote its best interests. lle may not be 
awarded the honor of brilliant ability, but 
there will be accorded to him without a pro- 
test the even greater credit of an honest and 
pure administration of the great office be- 
stowed upon him by his countrymen.

SOME Rll OF CIVIL-SERVICE RE- 
FORM 


President Hayes, in retiring from his office, 
may congratulate himself that his Civil- 
Service reform policy has been attended 
with some practical results of an encourag- 
ing kind, notwithstanding the sneers, jibes, 
and prophecies of failure, and the hostility of 
“machine men.” He may further congratu- 
late himself that it has worked its best and 
most encouraging results in the very locality 
where it was most needed, and where the 
opposition to it had been the strongest and 
bitterest. Whatever may have been Senator 
Conkling’s motives in introducing his resolu- 
tion of inquiry as to the application of the 
Civil-Service rules in the New York Custom- 
House, and they were probably sinister, two 
things are very certain: first, that the rules 
have been so thoroughly applied that Civil- 
Service reform is no longer a mere theory, 
but an accomplished fact, in that locality of 
former abyse and corruption; and, second, 
that Senator Conkling himself must have 
been astonished at the beneficial results 
Collector Merritt’s report, in response to 
the inquiry. is emphatic in its declarations of 
the beneficial results of the rules upon the 
working of the Custom-House, showing that 
incompetents have been weeded out, that 
the corrupt system of undervaluations has 
been broken up, that the cost of collection 
has been reduced, and that New York City 
has bben made to pay her legitimate share of 
duties. As to the effect of the rules upon the 
public service, the report says: 


The appointees selected under the rules have, 
by their conduct and efliciency. approved the 
method of selection with few excéptions. The 
assurance that tenure and promotion depend 
solely upon their own ͤ personal merit and char- 
acter,and not upon ulterior considerations or 
influences, bas had a happy effect, not only upon 
these appointees, but also upon the force gener- 
ally. It must be conceded that there have been 
those in the service, wedded to old methods, who 
have had no sympathy with the movements to- 
ward reform, and have reta m as far as 
possible without giving cause for punishment 
under the rules as now administered, but neither 
the indisposition nor unfriendly efforts of these 
have retarded sucha prompt and faithful dis- 
charge of the vastly increased business for the 
last two years as has received the commendation 
of the great mass of the merchants at this port, 
and a general ex ion that the service has 
been more efficient and satisfactory than at any 
previous period in their experience. 

Even upon the assumption that the rules are 
in some res defective in theory or adminis- 
tration, the results fairly justify them as the 
ae practical method of appointment yet de- 


Such a favorable report as this shows that 
Civil-Service reform under the Administra- 
tion of Mr. Hayes has not been merely a 
theory upon trial, but that, after having been 
tested where, if anywhere, it would be likely 
to fail, it has sueceeded in such degree that 
it should be regarded as the settled policy of 
the Government, and that its rules should be 
still more thoroughly and universally applied 
by the incoming Administration. It has 
struck a biow at the most corrupt features of 
patronage in tha past. It has not only shown 
that good men can be secured under its 
rules, but that when it is properly adminis- 
tered it can relieye the people from the 
clutches of the machine men. It is per-

THE RAILROADS BLOCKADED. 

The Chicago railroad people are unanimous in 
the opinion that the present infliction by the 
weather is the severest of the season, bad as 
some of the others have been. The lines which 
fare the worst, however, are those of the North 
and West, as will be seen by the reports given 
further on. The storm had its birth in the 
Northwest, as snow commenced falling on the 
tracks of the Milwaukee & St. Paul, Chicago & 
Northwestern, and Rock island Roads during 
Wednesday afternoon, or while it was still warm 
and tolerably clear in Chicago. It reached here 
night before last, and with ite strength undi- 
minished, but, while it extended east as far as 
Toledo and Pittsburg, the snowfall appears to 
have been very heavy only as far as Joliet 
in Uundies and about § thirty 
miles east of the lake in Michigan. 
The roads running through Englewood 
found no very bad drifts the other side of that 
town, although the Fort Wayne Road, for in- 
stance, bud its track whitened as far as Pitts- 
burg, where about two inches of snow fell. The 
storm extended as far south as St. Louis and 
Nashville, but the biockades were met with not 
more than fifteen or twenty miles south of here, 
and in some cases even nearer. But all through 
Wisconsin, the Upper Peninsula region, and 
in Bastern lowa the storm was terrific, the 
snowfall on a level reaching the depth of 
from eighteen to twenty inches, while the drifts 
were simply immense. As a result of this the 
city was svort its — of country milk yester- 
day to tae extent abou. 25.000 gallons, 
not a can of it com in on the 
Northwestern or the Milwaukee & St. Paul. 
All along the Lake-Frount, as might be expected, 
the drifts were almost too large to warrant de- 
ing touched at all until after the storm had 
ceased. Trains were from two to three bours 
working through these drifts alone. The tele- 
graph wires were repo in fair condition 
along all of the roads. 


NORTH AND WEST. 


On the Chicago & Nurtbwestern Road freight 
and throu 


morning, did not get into Lilinois at all. 
other luwa passenger-train, which was due bere 
at 2:15 in the afternoon, was laid up at Glidden, 
la. The Lake Superior train, on the Milwaukee 
Division, did not leave Fort Howard. The train 
which left Winona at 9 o'clock Wednesday 
night had to suspend at Milwankee,—and 
so ou. Acocordiugiy, no through trains ar- 
rived here over this road yesterday, and none 
were seat out. The suburban trains managed 
to run on wild time,—three on Galena Division, 
three on the Milwaukee Division, and ove on the 
Wisconsin Division. The through trains will not 
be started out until the storm is over. 

A freight train on the Northwestern was 
thrown from the track near Oshkosh night be- 
fore last, owing to an open switeh. The engine 
was thrown duwn asmall embankment, and con- 
siderably damaged. Ine engineer and fireman 
escaped without injury. 

On the Rock Island Road all freight trains 
were aband med. and no through trains were 
sentout. The morning train, due at 6 o'clock, 
was biockaded at Annawan, about 140 miles 
out on the IIIinois Division, where 
the drifts for a radius of i nearly 
twenty miles more unusually bad. On the Wes: 
Division the trucks were in a tolerable condition 
from Council Biuifs to Marengo, but for a dis- 
tance of forty miles west of Davenport the 
storm was of ihe usual strength. The suburban 
trains managed to run, but with the worst kind 
of defays. 

On the Milwaukee & St. Paul Road “not a 
wheel was turning” except those of che snow- 
plows, and these were not doing much. The 
train which should have arrived bere yesterday 
morning did not leave Milwaukee. No effort 
was made to start out either a freight or pas- 
senger train from Chicago. 

The Fort Wayne Road. Uke the rest of the 
Eastern roads, met with no delay until. withioa 
about ten miles of this 7 sch dule time being 
imade until the drifts of icago and vicinage 
were reached,—these drifts causing about two- 
hours delay. Passenger and freigut trains left 
the city as usual. 

The Wabash trains going either way were 
stalled at Auburn Junction, where the tracks of 
the Western Indiana Road are met with. The 
train which should have reached here early in 
the morumg was brought to a standatill at Au- 
bura, and tbe trains leaving here during the day 
are snow-vound at the same place. 

The Lake Suore trains were ail moving and 
witbout much loss of time as compared with the 
trains on the roads of the North and West. The 
trains on this road, being ali from the East, met 
with delays Only after getting near Chicago. 
No. 3, due at 5:40 yesterday morning, was furty 
minutes late. and No, 5, due at 8 o'clock, was 
| about three hours behind time, but lost most of 
this time in wait to make connections. 
Tarough trains from Chicago were started out 
at the usual time and freicht trains were all 
running. 

THE LAKE-FRONT. — 

The worst sufferers among the railroads were 
again those coming in on the Lake-Front. This 
is 80 exposed to winds that the smallest kind of 
a snow-storm Causes much trouble from drifts. 
It may therefore be imaginea how difficult it 
was yesterday to keep the tracks ogee along the 
lake Trom the Central Depot to Hyde Park. The 
otficials of the lilmois Central made herculean 
efforts to keep the track open, and employed 
every means at their command. But it was up- 
ill work. As fust as the drifts were removed 
the tierce northeaster blew them back again, 
making matters worse than before. The stone 
wall wulch bas been built during the past year 
on the west side of tracks be- 
tween Twelfth street and Hyde Park on 
this as on similar occasions this season beiped 
to increase the tronbie. Before this wail was 
erecied the snow biown off the ice that lines 
the lake shore tor a mile or more out, when the 
wind is from the east or northeast was swept 
clear across the track except in afew places, 
but now all the snow finds a good resting point 
Along this wall. and soon covers the track to 
suce a depth that it takes the greatest efforts to 
get trains through. Matters were as bad yester- 
day as at any previous time this season, but at 
no time were the tracks blocked so badly that 
trains with sufficient power oould not — their 
way through, although it was siow business at 
any time, and it took from two to 
three hours to get from Weldon (ix- 
teenth street) to the Central Depot. To add 
to the difficulties two engines employed in clear- 
ing ape vere ran off the rails in the morning on 
each side of the track at the foot of Harrison 
street, blocking up both

“Can you give me an idea,” the reporter 
asked, of how the snows of February com- 
pare with those of the same month in previous 

ears?’ 

* Well, not exactly the snows,” the Signal- 
Service operator answered, tor the reason that 
we keep only one record for both snow and 
rain.“ 

Ho do you determine upon the snow-fall?” 

“We catch the snow in au ordinary rain- 

uge,and melt it. We figure it out on the 

asis of one inch of rain for every ten inches of 
snow.“ 

He then referred to the office records since 
1873, and gave the following figures as represent- 
ing in inches and fractions of inches the piecip- 
Ita tion of moisture in the month of February in

It will be seen by these figures that the precip- 
itation of moisture during the past month was 
largely in excess of that the sume mont in 
avy previous year up to Ia, and as ilustrating 
the extraordinary contrasts which meteroluogical 


| records occasionally exhibit it is worthy of note 


that about 100 times us much moisture fell last 
month as in February. 1877. It is aot possibie 
to compare the snow-falls of the different years 
as it is a difficult matter to tell their extent, and 
at best its measurement is largely a matter of 
guess-work, but the general comparison sup- 
plied in the above figures will relate about as 
ewrectiy to snow as to general precipitation. 


INTERRUPTION OF TRADE.

In the first place, no- 
body ventured out of the house yesterday, gen- 
erally speaking, unless compelled so to do by ac- 
tual business and other duties. Even the lady 
who deems it her chief object in life to squander 
a certain amount of time and paternal wea ith 
every day in that fascinating pastime of 
shopping, felt compelled yesterday to aban- 
don the field. It requires unusually severe 
weather t hold her in, but yesterday 
was ; just too horrid for anything.”” Where 
would a daiuty No. I kid boot be in a snow- bank 
large enough to defy a locomotive? And, again, 
the snow bad a very bold and inquisitive way of 
whirling about skirts and ankles. Not only did 
the condition of the streets keep home the sweet 
creatures who do“ shopping solely for shup- 
ping’s sake, but it also prevented from ventur- 
ing Out many Of those who really were in need 
of things from the stores and shups. How many

Marketing, too, was reduced to an alarming 
extent. There was many ao extra roast and cut- 
let left to linger in the butcher-shup, and many 
an extra link of the spicy bologna was allowed 
to dangie undisturbed frum the hook. Wuo can 
tell the number of households where the coal 
supply ran short yesterday, and when they could 
get none delivered? for the dealers, many of 
them, refused to send out their teams. The 
same could be said of the dry-goods delivery, 
too. The succulent ceiery and lusclous fruits 
failed to grace many a dinner-table yester- 
day as had been their wont; but the 
most serious inconvenience in a domestic way. 
resulting from the storm yesterday, was the 
scarcity of milk and eggs. Upwards of 0.000 
gallons of milk were kept out of the city by the 
suspension of trains, and many wagons of the 
city dairies were not sent out. Hundreds of 
dozens of eggs were kept out of the city and the 
wholesale price ot this frail commodity ad- 
vanced about 00 per ceat. And the price of the 
omelet at restaurants went up with proportion- 
ate ragtciey.

When they deliver 
a ton of coal they take it to the rear gute of the 
residence, and then walk round to the front 
door and inform the purchaser that it is an utter 
impossibility for him to drive his cart through 
the snow-drifts in the yard. Thep be suggests a 
way out ot the dilema. There is aman in the 
alley who will carry it in for 2% cents. The 
mouey is paid. The man in tbe alley ＋ a 
dime, and the coal-driver, who does not do any 
of the carrying, reserves unto himself 15 ceats 
as his portion of the plunder. 


NOTES. 

The hotels developed aa anomalous state of af- 
tairs yesterday. Although the arrivals on the 
through trains were few, the departures were 
tewer. A number ot guests left the hotels 
bravely in the morning only to walk back from 
the short distance the train was able tu go. For 
the early trains travelers stepped briskly 
out, but they came back diagusted one by one.

The one great question which is agitating the 
mind of the citizen as be sees great heaps of 
snow accumulate all over the city is.

It is estimated that the average depth of 
snow now on the ground is about two 
feet, which is equal toabout two inches of water. 
It the thaw is accompan ed by a rain-fall there 
will be, probably, between two and three inches 
of water on a level in and about the city, and 
unless the sewers are open it will be seen that 
there is considerable danger of a flood, which is 
sure to do considerable damage in basements and 
low buildings In the southwestern portion of 
the city the lana is much lower than at any other 
point, and it ig here that the most serious dam- 
age will be done. Already the basements ol 
some of the stores and warehouses have been 
cleared of goods, the proprietors thinking it 
best to be on the safe side, and people are be- 
ginning to renlize that a Hood is a possibility, if 
not a probability. 

Officer Dudley. of the Humane Society, was 
kept very busy yesterday afternoon looking 
after the welfare of horses about town.

‘nate animais which he found standing in deep 


snow -drifts, their shivering, unprotected bodies 
and trembling legs showing how they were suf- 
fering from the storm. Im many cases the own- 
ers of the animals—mostly express drivers— 
acknowledged that they bad been standing in 
the cold for hours without moving, no one hav- 
ing come to provide them with a load. It was 
evidently their intention to keep the beasts 
standing there all day long. but as soon as the 
officer explained bis mission and exposed bis 
authority the owners of the animals promised 
obedience to the order to go home, and went on 
their way. 

The influence of the snow-storm was percept- 
ible even in the lawcourts. Three of the Judges 
were snow- bound—Drummond, Williamson, and 
Jameson.

MENDOTA, ILL.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 3.— The Senate 
passed a few bills to-day, among them Mr. Wi- 
son's, to enable manufacturing and mining com- 
panies of other States to purchase and hoid real 
estate in this State; also, Mr. Davis', authoriz- 
ing succeeding Judges to sign court records 
which the preceding Judge, from death or other 
causes, bas left unsigned; also, Mr. Yancey's 
bill, regulating the practice of medicine. This 
muvh. discussed and abused measure tinally got 
votes to lT against it. Two or three judicial 
circuits were modified and the usual number of 
legalizing bilis passed. 

Among the haif-dozen new bills intro- 
duced, Senator Woods’ was the only im- 
portant one, which provides that Oounty 
Auditors shall be Daid $1,200 annuaily for their 
services in counties having a population of 
15,000, and $125 for each 1,000 between 15,000 and 
. 000, $100 for each 1,000 between 20,000 and 
35,000, and $25 for each 1,000 over 35,000. The 
Auditor is allowed 810 tor making reports. 

In the House, bills were passed authorizing 
cities to gunrantee bridge or road construction 
bonds; fixing certain fees and salaries. and 
amending the law of descents and couuty pris- 
ons. The General Appropriauon bill also passed 
by a vote of 64 to 27. 

A sharp and in some respects bitter discus- 
sion sprang up over the bill to abolish the Vigo 
County Criminal Court and to establish instead 
a Superior Court. The Democrats objected to 
the bill because the abolition of the Criminal 
Court would legisiate out of office several Dem- 
ocratic offivialis, while the creation of a Superior 
Court would legisiate in as many Republican 
officersto be appointed by the Governor. The 
bill passed, therefore, by a strictly party vote,— 
62 to Ji,—but the Democrats claim that they can 
defeat it in the Senate, which is very likely.

adopted by a vote of . An amendment 
was then adopted increasing the bond required 
of the liquor-dealers from $2,000 to $5,000.

The bill differs from the present law in this: 
That the cost of a license is increased from $100 
to $125, and no appeal allowed from the County 
Commissioners to the Circuit Court. It is net 
supported by the friends of prohibidon, and the 
liquor-dealers oppose it; hence it is not likely to 
be heard of again. Its discussion occupied the 
entire afternoon.

CONNECTICUT.

HARTFORD, Conn., March 3.—Two vacancies 
have been created in the Connecticut Senate 
this week. Senator Buck, of the Hartford Dis- 
trict, resigned to accepta seat in Congress, to 
which he was elected last fall; and to-day Sena- 
tor William Brown, of the Waterbury District, 
died suddenly of heart disease. Mr. Brown was 
u gentieman of large wealth, at ths head of the 
great brass and copper rolling-mills of Brown 
Brothers, of Waterbury. He was largely inter- 
ested in mining in the Lake Superior region, 
and President of the Detroit & Lake Superior 
Copper Company. He was a Democrat, and was 
elected in 1870, and again last fall. Mr. Buck is 
a Republican, and a special election has been 
called to fill the vacancy created by his resigna- 
tion. 

Two years ago Connecticut passed a Tramp 
law providing for imprisonment in the State 
Prison as a penaity for tramping, and this has 
worked admirabiy, having f the State of the 
nuisance.

GETTING DOWN-TO BUSINESS.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 3.—The Commit- 
tee on Rules claimed the attefition of the 
House on the opening of the session this 
morning by sending ip a report recommend- 
ifig the inauguration of afternoon sessions 
March 10. The report was concurred in, 
and the Speaker followed it up with a mild 
but earnest lecture for the benefit of such of 
the members as have evinced an overweening 
desire to visit State Institutions in gangs 
numbering anywhere from five to twenty. 

THE MUSIC OF CONSOLIDATION. 

The Committee on Judicial Department 
turned in its long-expected report, sitting 
down on the Senate bill providing for the 
consolidation of the several grand divisions 
of the Supreme Court, : 

Rockwell, of Cook, hurled in a minority 
report signed by seven members of the Com- 
mittee, and “moved its adoption. The 
unusual spectacle 
said, of 
same Committee on the same subject, for the 
Committee would no doubt soon send in a 
majority report in favor ef the House bill, 
which was defective in respect to the provis- 
ion relating to the election of the Clerks. 
But majority reports were not always such in 
reality. Members were apt to be detained by 
snow-storins. “The Supreme Court of Lilinois

ARK OF THE COVENANT, 
wandering about and erecting the Temple of 
Justice in three different sections of the 
State. One of the most important branches 
of the State Government, it ought to be cen- 
tered in and riveted to the State Capital.

A FAMILY POISONED. 


The Doctors at a Loss to Know What 


Did it. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., March 3.—A most peculiar 
and mysterious case of poisoning, in which a 
family of five persons ricken down, oc- 
curred here this af ternooi Joe Kopp is a Ger- 
man, aud is a carpenter by trade. His family 
consists of himself, wife, and three little girls. 
To-day for dinner they served beef-soup, hav- 
ing for sauce common grated horseradish. No 
other edible was on the table that would in any 
likelihood contain poison, and to the soup alone 
is attributed the cause. It contained some 
substance that has perhaps fatally poisoned 
this entire family. Each of the persons 
ate very freely of the soup, and about three 
hours thereafter one of the children was taken 
with a violent simultaneous vomiting and purg- 
ing. Mrs. Kopp, not thinking of anyth ing seri- 
ous, treated ber child as all mothers would, do- 
ing all she could for the little sufferer, but to no 
purpose. Inafew minutes another child was 
sick in the same manner, and thenthe mother 
was attacked, all suffering alike. Mrs. Kopp, 
finding herself helpless with two sick children, 
sent for help, and sent for her husband. 
When he arrived home he was ap- 
parently in good health, but in a short 
time he was the sickest one of the family. The 
other child was at school, and on being sent for 
was found to be almost as seriousiy M. suffer 
exactly the same way as the other members o 
the family. A consultation of physicians was 
called, but after a most thorough search they 
were obliged to admit that the cases and symp- 
toms baftied their skill. Neither of the stricken 
ones suifer the least pain, but the vomiting is 
continueus, and the other complaint at the 
same time uncontroilatie. The Ir say 
that the case is the most peculiar in the history 
of their pracfice, and they are consequently at 
their wits’ ends to know wto treat the suf- 
ferers. To-night they are ao better, and unless 
nu change soon occurs their condition will be 
very critical, The contents of the fatal dish 
that remained were thrown out, thus prevent- 
ing an analysis. Thé meat from which it was 


made was examined this evening, and found to 
be perfectly pure. What cau the poisoning 
is a mystery, and may remain 80. re is on 


a slight clew, anditis very probabie that will 
be hunted down to-morrow and investigated. 
It this fails to materialize, then nothing is left 
save the skill of the doctors.

Relative Merits of the “Old” and 
New Way of Gather- 
ing Cream. 


A Strong Plea in Favor of the Do- 
mestic Manufacture of 
Cheesé. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CrepAr Raprps, Ia., March 3,—The second ges- 
sion of the National Butter, Cheese, and Egg 
Conventicn began at 10:30 to-day. A number 
of telegrams from snow-bound delegates were 
read, among them the following from M. A. 
Phelps, at Turned Junction, III.: “Snowed in: 
can't get there before night. For God's sake 
send som cheese and crackers.” The first sub- 
ject taken up for discussion to-day was The 
Protection of the American Dairy.“ Some very 
abie and important speeches were made. The 
discussion was opened by C. F. Dexter, of Chi- 
cago, who said that, after considering ali the 
different kinds or legislation with 
regard to adulterated butter, he 
believed the most effective law will be that 
which prohibits the sale of oleomargarine, but- 
terine, and like compounds, under the name of 
butter, instead of aiming to prevent the manu- 
facture of it. The genius of the people in this 
country will not tolerate such special or class 
legisiation as the prohibition of the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine would savor of, es- 
pecially as that business in itself is a legitimate 
one. Many States have laws compelling the 
mannfacturers of these articles to label each 
package with its true name instead of that of 
butter. But this does not reach the evil, for 
the retail dealer throws the cover of the pack- 
ages under the counter and sells the stuff for 
butter. The objective point of our attack is 
the fraudulent sale by the retail dealer of oleo- . 
margarine for butter. Even nowit is punish- | 
able under the common law, as obtaining money 
under false pretenses, and if we get such fur- 
ther legislation as will put a stop to the fraud- 
ulent sale we have gained our point, for if the 
article is sold for oleomargarine, instead 
of butter, people will not duy it. 
The whole business is based on 
the fraudulent sale by retailers, and 
when that is stopped the business is destroyed, 
No one is so poor that he will voluntarily buy 
and use on his table oleomargarine or butterine 
in the place of butter. The experience of the 
butter men in Chicago has proven that such a 
law can be enforced. They have secured the 
passage of such a law, and have prosecuted 
violators of it at their own expense, so that the 
fraudulent sale of these articies bas been almost 
entirely stopped, and, as a conseqtence, little of 
it is consumed, and none will de 
when people know what it is. It 
would be bad policy to ask for a law prohibiting 
the manufacture of the substances, as the law- 
yers would tellus it was doubtful whether the 
higher courts would sustain it, and it is also 
contrary to the genius of our institutions. Some 
have thought a tax on each pound of these arti- 
cles would effectually suppress their manu- 
facture. But such a tax would be contrary to 
American ideas of liberty, and it is not yet 
proven that the mauufacture of butterine 
or oleomargarine is enough of a 
public nuisance to warrant such 
a tax, and after we have t 
of all these methods of legislation we will find 
that the only vuluverable point of the tion 
is their fraudulent sale as butter. As to their 
merits as food the manufacturers themselves, 
although they publish long articles on the 
superiority of oleomargarine to butter, never 
think of asing it on their own tables.

DEMURRAGE CLAIM ARBITRATED. 

A claim for demurrage preferred by the own- 
ers of the schooner Clara Parker against the 
Union Iron 4 Steel Company was settled on 
Wednesday afternoon by arbitration. The 
amount involved was $600. Included in the 
} claim were five days of unnecessary detention, 
which the Union Company acknowledged. But 
the owners of the Vessel also desired to be 
recompensed for detention and extra insurance 
on the last trip to Escanaba, occasioned by the 
iron-ore freezing in the pockets. This deten- 
tion, attributable to the elements, and therefore 
* unavoidable, kept the vessel out beyond 
2 and rendered extra in- 
surance necessary. They claimed, besides, two 
days’ demurrage on the discharge of the last 
cargo, which occupied four days’ time, their 
vessel. meanwhile having been stripped for 
winter quarters. The Steel Company attribtued 
this last delay to the fact that the iron-ore, 
having been steamed out of the pockets at Es- 
canaba, afterwards froze in the vessel's hold, 
and therefore could not be handled rage. To 
this statement the Oa not the vessel inter- 
poseda plump den After deliberation the 
arbitrators threw out the claim for delay at Es- 
canaba and extra insurance; but allowed the 
vessel for the two days — experienced in 
ai ing the last cargo. hus the Iron & 
Steel Company had to pay for seven days’ de- 
murrage at the rate of seven cents per ton on 
average Ca of 725 gross tous of ore, amount- 
ng to ora trifle over 50 per cent of the 
claim preferred by the owners of the vessel. 
Capt. Ira H. Owen was called from Detroit to at- 
tend to this arbitration. Capt. Hood was an- 
other of the Board. The name of the third gen- 
tleman was not ascertained.

GRAIN FREIGH TS. 

Nearly one month has elapsed since the last 
charter of vessels for grain cargoes was made, 
and at least four of thuse then taken have not 
yet received one bushel of corn on board.

By 
the terms of the contract the Society agrees to 
furnish the city with the true time of day, as 
ascertained by the proper instruments, aided by 
competent astronomical skill.

— Several of 
the railroads centering in Chicago have run for 
several years past on the time furnished by the 
Astronomical Society. Some of the leading 
jewelers have also regulated their chronometers 
and watches by this time. 

The new clock alluded to above will be a first- 
class timepiece in every respect. It will keep 
the time for several days true to within a sec- 
ond, and can therefore be relied upon in case a 
break in the wires or persistent cloudy weather 
should interrupt communications or interfere 
with observations. 

Another safeguard in case of accident has 
been made, however. Arrangements exist for 
transporting a chronometer between the Ob- 
servatory and the City-Hall in case of interrup- 
tion of telegraphic commucrication, and the sys- 
tem of cowparisen clocks at the Observatory 
will enable time to be kept chere true to 
within the smallest part of a second for a period 
of several very cloudy days. 

THE NEW CLOCK 

will be put in the new City-Hall when it is ready 
for occupancy and the Fire Department has 
moved into it. The new clock is not like the 
time-piece that will be remembered as one of the 
distinguishing features of that mongrel speci- 
men of architecture,—the old Court-House. A 
tower clock was then used with four faces 
which looked out from the four sides of the 
cupola of the ante-fire structure. The new 
building is not arranged for such a clock, the 
dials of which could scarcely be seen at 
so great an altitude in our compura- 
tively narrow streets,—besides it would hardly 
be in keeping with the advancing character of 
the city. The oid-fashioned cuureh- tower clock 
hus become a thing of the pastin a big city like 
Chicago, which a telegraph alarm sys- 
tem that makes it possible to transmit the sound 
of the bell, or the given time signal, to all parts 
of the city simultaneously. fire alarm, and 
the new police telegraph system, with its little 
boxes stationed at intervals throughout the city, 
cun take the star time. The fire-alarm wire 
could bring the time signals from the little 
transit house in the University grounds right 
into the local room of Tue Tx Buns office. 


DIFFICULTIES. 


There are numerous makeshifts for obtaining 
solar or star time, but none of them can be de- 
pended on to give it correctly. The uoon-mark, 
as it is called, may be used in the country. The 
result obtained from the use of all of these con- 
trivances is generally several seconds from the 
truth, and only the person who knows exactly 
bow to make the observation, and the necessary 
correction afterward, can take the time in this 
way with any satisfactory dewree of accuracy. 
Even with the most approved ot astrcenomical in- 
struments and all the new appliances, the work 
of taking the time and of making the re- 
quired reductions is really one re 
1 considerable labor and experience. 
Much time and skill are demanded in 2 
the clocks in unison, with the observations o 
changes due to variations in the temperature, 
and to the air pressure. The delicacy of tne ob- 
servations requires a close attendon to details, 
and a complete mastery of the instrument. 
Among the many attachments to the telescope 
are the fine spirit-level for determining the er- 
ror of. the level, the arrangements for noting 
the declination of the star, fur reading the grad- 
uated circle which tixes the altitude of a star, 
and the barometer which must be observed in 
order to see how mucb the ray of light is bent in 
coming through the 222 which varies the 
altitude of the star. In addition to all this a 
man must possess a thorough knowledge of 
mathematics, with its calculus, spherical trig- 
onometry, and the mysteries of star computa- 
tion and measurements. 

Prof. G. W. Hough, the present Director of the 
Dearborn Observatory. bas had a long experi- 
ence in taking time observations, and under- 
stands his business thoroughly. 

A WORD MORE. 

Now do not think that the little transit tele- 
scope can do nothing else but take the time of 
day in the way our reporter has undertaken to 
tell you about. As stated by the astronomer in 
a preceding paragraph, it is quite as useful an

CHEATED EMIGRANTS. 


Destitute Hungarians Swindled Out of 
Their Meuwey by Agents and Left 
Without Employment in a Strange 
Land. 

By Telegraph to New York Herald. 

READING, Pa., Feb. 27.—Several hundred 
newly-arrived Hungarians are now scattered at 
various points in this section homeless, without 
any means whatever, footsore, and in a gen- 
erally deplorable condition. They are com- 
petied to beg and to sleep in barns. Their story 
is that they were induced to cross the ocean by 
parties who promised them work in the iron and 
coal mines, and that, being now here, there is 
no demand for their labor. They are experi- 
encing a great deal of hardship and suffering. 

They say they were coaxed from their native 

land by steamship agents, who pictured the 

good fortune and prosperity that awaited them 
bere on large and Haring posters and in pamph- 
kts. which are distributed threughout the 
towns in their native country, printed in their 
native tongue. From statements of agents and 
confederates who reside fn the coal regions and 
work in concert with the steamship agents, re- 
ceiving so much foreach emigrant who is in- 
duced to come, whote families and colonies are 
thus landed. They pay what little money they 
may have to the agents in Burope and are fur- 
nished letters and sent here to provide fur 
themselves as best they can. This section of 

Pennsylvania is compietely overrun with for- 

eigners, who bave no chance ot employment.

SEWER VENTILATION. 

Health Commissioner De Wolf, in bis forth- 
coming aunual report, bas this to say with ref- 
erence to street-sewer ventilation: | . 

lu my first anuual report made to your bhon- 
orable body in 1877, 1 referred to the necessity 
of providing a proper ventilation to the street 
sewers by perforated man-bole covers. In the 
annual appropriation for the following year a 
small sum was set apart for this purpose, and 
the experiment, very imperfectly attempted, 
has — both the - necessity 
and the practicability of 
I have insisted over and over again that 
this ventilation, so important, so generally ab- 
sent, and so strangely neglected in this city, was 
producing great discomfort, injury to health. 
and much complaint. 

The theory of ventilation has been imper- 
fectly understood by many citizens, and the ex- 
periment already. made has been so carelesly 
and insufficiently conducted as to have created 
a nuisance in some instances, wh.le in other 
neighborhoods much relief has been afforded. 

“Mr. Robert Rawlinson, C. B., Chief Engineering 
Inspector to the Government Board, London, in 
some suggestions relative to the proper execu- 
tion of the Public Health act of 1875, Eagiand, 
states the recent position of sanitary engineers 
touching this question, and therein answers 
many of the queries propounded by our officials 
und citizens. He says: 

“There are cities in which the sewers are not 
ventilated, because the inhabitants refuse to 
have any = sewers ventilated at the street- 
surface. hi 
ing unventilated sewers, and house-drains con- 
nected with them, also unventilated, must have 
disease in excess. If main sewers are not fully 
ventilated at regular intervals by fixed openings 
commypnicating with the external air, they be- 
come fives, up whicb sewage-gas will rise and 
pass thou the drains to the connected houses. 
Ordinary main-sewer ventilation should be pro- 
vided for on all sewers, at intervals not greater 
than 100 yards, or not fewer than eighteen tixed 
openings for ventilation should exist on each 
mile of main sewer. If it is found that some of 
the ventilators are a nuisance, additional sewer- 
— should be provided at shorter inter- 
vals. 

“Steam boiler or other furnaces and tall 
chimneys may be used for sewer-ventilabon 
when the owners of factories will permit of such 
use. but the man-hole means of sewer- ventilation 
must not on this account be dispensed with, as 
the ventilating effect of a furnace or tall cbiin- 
ney will be imited toa comparatively short 
length of sewer by the number of openings into 
the main sewer, such as bouse-drains, street- 
gullies, etc. These means for the full and per- 
manent ventilation Of sewers and house-drains 
are uired to prevent stagnation or coucen- 
tration of sewer-zases within sewers and drains, 
and with numerous openings from the sewers 
to the external air, as described, there will be 
unceasing motion and interchange betwixt the 
vuter air and the inner sewer air, which will 
bring about extreme dilution and dispersion of 
sewer-gas 80 soon as generated. It bas been 
found oy experiment that, in unventilated sew- 
ers the gas concentrates, and 80 becomes deadly, 
whilst in fully ventilated sewers the air is purer 
than that of some stables. It sewer-afr at any 
sewer-ventilator, or at any other point, should 
be offensive, additional means of ventilation 
should as soon as possible be supplied. It has 
been suggested that [free and open sewer and 
drain ventilation will taint the atmos- 
phere of a town or =. Serious injury 
trom this result need not be feared, as, with the 
abundant means for ventilation suggested, the 
air within the sewer, by dilucion, will be compara- 
tively pure, and further dilution and dispersion 
will dissipate everv trace of taint and danger, the 
dilution, through dispersion, bezug as the cube of 
the space and che velocity of the air for the time 


ing. 

ne air in one mile of street sewer nay be 
taken at l. 000 cubic yards: the air in the street 
above at 500,00) cubic yards, changed and re- 
newed many times during the day; 80 that tne 
air in the sewer will be several miilions of times 
less in comparative volume than the air in the 
street. The dilution of any sewer-gas will there- 
fore be in some such proportion.’ 

At the annual meeting of the Association of 
Municipal and Sanitary Eugineers, held at Leeds, 
England. May 2. . and 20, 1880, Mr. William 
Batten. C. E., presented a paper ou sewer-venti- 
lation, the final conciusion being that 

The only practical plan seems to be that of 
allowing the guses to rise from the sewers to :he 
middie of the road, so as to escape into the open 
air, rising naturally, or at least of their own ac- 
cord, into the atmosphere.’ 

“In the very full discussion of this paper 
which followed the reading, only one member of 
the Association (Mr. F. Ashmead, of Bristol) 
dissented fiom this view. 

The accomplished Superintendent of Sewers 
in our city, Col. G. Howard Eilers, is in entire 
accord with the opinion expressed b the gentle- 
men above referred to, and hus made some sug- 
gestions tor the removal of difficulties we have 
experienced, as, keep the openi in the 
covers from becoming closed by the id refuse 
of the roads, and preventing this material from 
dropping into the sewer, etc., 

“in my opinion, the time bas come when our 
street sewers should be so thorvughly venti- 
lated as to relieve our bomes of the contami- 
nating influence of the gases generated 
within them, and 1 also believe chat 
there cau be no danger in foliowing a method so 
universally approved by those whose studies In 
this direction bave given them scientific promi- 
nence. I therefore recommend an appropria- 
tion for this work sufficient to thoroughly com- 
plete it.” 


THE WORKSHOP INSPECTORS. 
The Commissioner speaks thus of the Work- 
shop Inspectors in their labors: 


“An ordinance providing for the sanitary in- 
spection of all places of employment and service 
within the limits of the city was passed by the 
City Council in October, 1879, but was inopera- 
tive because of a failure to make appropria- 
tion for the execution of the law. In August, 
180, the ordinance was agaiu brought befure 
the Council in an improved form, and was 
sept. 14, Without a dissenting vote. Six 
Inspectors, who were thought to possess pecu- 
liar fitness fur the work, were immediately em- 
ploved, and the report appears in the following 
ables: 

I believe that the Council in reviewing this re- 
port will be surprised—as I have been—at the 
nature and results of their labors. In this three 
months of provisional trial a foundation bas 
been laid for a broader und more efficient sanitary 
work tban has ever befure been undertaken by the 
Health Department of this city; and when this 
service includes in its supervision the sanitary 
inspection of the tenement-houses,—the homes 
vf the wage-workers,—it will exhibit a work so 
defin:t, so comprehensive, and so thorough as to 
embody the very spirit and fulfill the widest in- 
tention of sanitary effort. The inspection of 
tenement-bouses by this force will be under- 
taken early in the coming year, and it is confi- 
dently expected that a State enuctment, the 
draft of which is already prepared, will place 
the construction of house-piumbing and sewer- 
age, ventilation, etc., of tenement-houses under 
the immediate control of this Department, 

“The execution of the law has been conducted 
with much judgment by the officers charged with 
the duty. The attempt to supervise in a san i- 
tary sense by municipal ordinance 14,0W places 
of business dnd trade, comprising 350 distinct 
occupations, and. directly interesting more than 
, %% people, is a delicate task. and especially 
so when that attempt is an innovation on the 
established custom, in our neighborhood, of 
trade regulatuig its own conditions. ‘The diffi- 
culties have generally been met in an excellent 
spirit by all parties, and employers now regard 
the law with satisfaction, particularly when re- 
— improvements are once well made; in- 

eed, many large manufacturers bave expressed 
1 that this cure had not been exercised

A COLD DAY FOR ABBATUCCI, 
Ernest Harrier in Puck. 

„Dolly.“ said Mrs. Dalrymple to her husband 
us he was perusing the volumes of an esteemed 
contemporarv, What is the news this morning? 
Who is married? Whois dead? Has Fertsel rot 
his divorce?” 

“ Hush, Tillie,” said Dahigreen, ana be read a 
second time this local brevity: 

“Abbatucci Tambourini, an Italian peanut 
vender on Mulberry street, was yesterday as- 
gaulted by Poindexter Ryan, who upset bis stand 
and robbed him of $3.22.

He had a sublime respect—not un- 
common among those unfamiliar with its work- 
ings—for the administration of justice, and he 
expected confidently to see Tambourini's goods 
restored to him and Ryan sent toa deep dun- 
geon cell. He listened, and this is what he 
heard: 

Counsel for Tambourini, rising, said: 

“If it may please the Court, the prisoner at 
the bar is charged with aggravated and uupro- 
voked assault upon my client; but, in conse- 
quenee of the repeal of the statute of 1791 by the 
new general law of leg, —an error, as your 
Honor will remember, not noticed until after 
the negatory act had passed both Houses of the 
Legisiature and obtained the Governor's signa- 
ture.—there is no law covering this case. Lou 
will find, however, in an act passed in 1543, and 
entitled. An act to prevent mock auctions and 
to secure efficiency in the National Guards,’ a 
clause in the second section of the third amend- 
ment which bears directly upon this matter. 
it has been deld (Bown vs. Bown, 2%, 
75, Maguiness J.) that an an assau!t upon the 
person of analienis a misdemeanor. Though 
Abbott (in Blake vs. Snoogies, 40, 11, 44) held oth- 
erwise. In the act passed in 1°53, entitled ‘An

The tirst cause 
is reviewed by Mills, C. J., who, in the matter of 
Shillito vs. Guiteras, held that a man may suffer 
the same injuries if assaulted in the street as it 
assaulted in a house. Two Judges concurred 
and three dissented. By one of those laches 
which com almost inevitable the Clerk misiaid 
the opinion of the dissenting Judges, and the 
assaulted man was sent to jail, where he died 
some time afterward. That, however, is not 
material. Parsons on Contracts states clearly 
that where a man enters into an arrangement 
whereby there is a reasonable likelihood that he 
will be knvcked down, he can only recover dam- 
ages in the event of bis being killed. Your 
honor will remember that Parsons lays down 
this rule as peremptory; but, as 
Chalmers truly observes: ‘How can 
the dead man sue?’ Bis peceare in belli 
non tlicet. will not waste the time of 
the Court to inquire whether my client did 
really rob and muitreat this Italian. I admit 
that be did. We concede premeditaticn, the 
assault, and the larceny. But what has that to 
do with it? Has not Hope, in Downing vs. Du- 
runde. 19-45, decided that where warranty is not 
specitied itis not to be presumed? Does any- 
body come into this Court to guarantee these 
peanuts? No. Mr. Tambourini swears the pea- 
nuts-were his. Let us concedeit. What did he 
have them for? Presupposing no illicit inten- 
tion ou bis part, and waiving bow he got them. I 
wilt say simply: He bad them to dispose of. 
To whom? Thatisno business of this Court. 
Ryan comes along. He takes them. They are 
Aisposed of. And then this sallow-faced, coal- 
eyed, lantern-jawed, hungry-mouthed, Peninsu- 
lan comes here and asks this august Court to 
resolve itself into an investigating committee 
to ascertuin whether the consideration was ade- 
quate? And in the same breath that be says be 
received nothing for the peanuts he sweurs that 
he got two black eyes!“ 

“If your Honor please.“ said the Italian's 
counsel, * the black eyes referred to were given 
to Tambourini by the gentleman's client.” 

[Unsuppressed merriment of the Court off-

“This case is a peculiur one. About once a 
month I hear it. Sometimes I decide it one way, 
sometimes another. It is generaily appealed, 
and always overruled.

AN ORBSTINATE OLD COUPLE. 

The applications for divorce are so numerous 
here in Chicago, and the stories of wedded mis- 
ery 4 often repeated, that the listener, whether 
he Judge, juror, or chronicier of passing 
events, sooner or later becomes calloused, and 
the teatimony in each succeeding case, ever 
varying hd yet much the same in them all 
passes in one ear and out the other. Like a 
newspaper, itis forgotten when it is one day 
old. Occasionally, however, a case of this kind 
comes up that by dome unusual circumstances 
connected with it wilt force itself on the atten- 


tion and engrave itself on the memory. A suit. 


deserving some notice for the s.ngular bitter- 
ness with which it has been contested has been 
vo trial for a week or more before Judge Gard- 
mer. Twenty-four years and more ago William 
and Harriett C. Speight started out in life togeth- 
er, and up to the time of the fire seem 
to have got along reasonably woll. 
Perhaps the quurrels were unusually 
frequent, and unquestionably there was a want 
of that forbearance with each other's faults 
which, it exercised, would bave smoothed over 
many arough place. During the course of years 
Speight had accumulated quite a large a nt 
of property, but by the great fire he su 
considerably in a financial way. In 1872 he 
wished to mortgage some of bis real estate,to 
rebuild his bouses, but his wife refused to join 
with him in the incumbranee, because she 
wanted bim to bulld on a lot she owned on Huron 
street, valued at $475. He had given it to her 

reviously, and he asked her to reconvey it to 

im after the law of 1875. which exteaded the 
powers of married women and their control 
over their property, was passed, This she re- 
fused to do, and the continual controversies 
and quarrels over this one small lot seem to 
have destroyed the family happiness and finally 
led to a separation. He persistently kept refer- 
ring to the matter, and, with a resolution worthy 
of a muce better cause, obstinately insisted that 
she should reconvey to him the lot. His frequent 
fitsof passion finally worked on her so that she 
became afraid to live with him, and left him in 
1877. He appears to have sent her a letter to in- 
duce her to return, but the terms were prac- 
tically those of absolute surrender, and she de- 
clined to accede to them. She then filed a bill 
for separate maintenance, which was beard by 
Judge Farwell, and dismissed for want of equity. 
Thereupon be turned around and filed a bili for 
divorce on the gruuhd of desertion. To this she 
replied bya cross-bill for separate muintenance. 
The trial was very bitter. Both the parties were 
very tree in their estimates of each other's 
shortcomings. He charged her with breaking 
dishes at table. with spitting in his face, and 
making erimaces at him. and she retorted with 
similar charges. Thespectacie was not particu- 
larly edifying to e two old people 
both showing their obstinacy in their 
countenances, criminating and recriminating 
each other. Mrs. Speight bas been quite active 
in times past in the temperance cause, and ber 
efforts in the crusade afew years ago formed 
another subject for quarrel between herself and 
husband. | 

The Judge in deciding the case said Speight’s 
demand on his wife to deed to him the Huron 
street lot was utterly unjustifiable. He would 
invariably argue, then dispute, and finaily end 
by quarreling. lu fact. nearly all their domestic 
trouble grew out of the contest over this lot, 
when a little forbearance on both sides would 
have obviated all the difficuity. When a wife 
left her husband it wust be on what to her is 
great provocation, for 2 reason, 
physical and natural, would induce her 
to stay with him. The provocation might be 
deemed insufficient to an outsider, but to her 
it would probably be considered ample enough. 
If the case was simply one fora divorce, per- 
haps Speight would be entitled to bis decree, 
She had. however, offered to return, but ber 
husband refused to allow her to come back ex- 
cept on terms of absolute surrender, which sbe 
was justified in not accepting. It was not neces- 
sary to maintain a suit tor separate mainten- 
unce that enough cause should be shown to sup- 
port a bilifor divorce. It scemed as though 
Mrs. Speight had sufficient cause to leave her 
busband on account of his conduct to her, so 
that he was not entitled to a decree, Ou the 
coutrary, she ought to be entitled to a decree 
of separate maintenance. on the ground of 
his failure to support Ber. It was a matter of in- 
justice that he was, by decree of Court, living 
ou her property as a homestead,so that sue 
could not return to it while he lived. If a 
divorce were granted, it would bar her dower, 
and that would work an injustice should sue 
survive bim. Both parties were too old, and it 
might be added too unfit, to marry again, and it 
would be improper to divorce them. There was 
a possibility that, if no divorce were granted, 
they might still live together again. The origi- 
nal bill would therefore be dismissed for want 
of equity,and a decree of separate mainten- 
ance granted on the cross- bill. 


THE BROSS MURDER. 

The trial of Jack Orr, alias John Oliver, and 
Frank Gilbert tor the murder of HKichard Brogs 
was resumed in the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning. 

The tirst witness called was Mrs. Louisa Lewis. 
She testified that she lived in the basement 
where the shooting occurred, and had seen the 
flash of the pistol in Me bands of Jack Orr. She 
subsequently suw the deceased take hold of Orr, 
and also saw Orr throw the pistol away: Frank 
Gilbert picked up the pistol and ran off with it, 
and she ran up-stairs and gave the alarm. 

Dr. Bluthardt said be had made a post-mortem 
examination of the deceased. He produced the 
fatal — and explained the character of the 
wound. 

Thomas Miles said he lived in the basement 
where the shootmmg occurred. He had seen Orr 
in bis basement often, and he had roomed with 
him, as also had Gilbert. Orr was at his place 
the morning before the shooting. He came iu 
to change a shirt, treated’ to beer, and went off. 
He returned, however, in about two hours., and 
brought a drunken man with dim, whom he 
wanted taken care of. The door was locked, 
and Bross called out. You —— — -—— have 
robbed him, and want to put him off on us.” 
Orr grew angry and wanted to whip Bross, but 
Bross would have nothing to do with him. Orr 
finally went off, and ju a few hours returned 
with Gilbert, and accused Bross of having drawn 
arazoron him in the forenoon. Some words 
followed, in the midst of which Orr drew 
a pistol and shot the deceased. De- 
ceased grabbed Orr after he was shot 
and told him that he had killed him, but Orr de- 
nied that he bad done the shooting, and said that 
Gilbert was the man. Witness was in bed when 
Orr came the last time, and he got up to prevent 
any trouble between him and the deceased. He 
saw Orr shoot Bross and when throw the pistol 
behind him. Just before the shooting he stood 
between Orr and the deceased, but seeing Orr 
ruise his right arm with a pistol in his hand, and 
hearing him say Tais is the kind of a razor I've 
got.“ he stepped back. Bross did not have as 
much as a puocket-koife. After the shooting 
Gilbert ran off, and he saw no more of him. 

The prosecution here rested their case, and 
the attorneys for the defendants made their 
“opening to the jury. Seif-defense was set up 
us their theory of the commission of the crime, 
and a great deal of stress was placed upon the 
allegation that the deceased had attacked Orr 
with a razor, and that bis life was in danger 
when he did the shooting. - 

Jack Orr, one of the defendants, was the first 
witness called for the defense. He was 28 years 
of age. His parents died when he was young, 
und he was taxen in charge by a family named 
Oliver. which accounted for his being called Oli- 
ver at times. He had known the dece some 
years, and at the time of the killing was em- 
ployed on the steamer City of Fremont. -The 
morning before the killing he wason the boat, 
when a man culled * White-Paats came aboard 
and asked bim to go up town with him. 
He wen and on Clark street he took 
several nks. “White-Pants” became sick 
from drinking, and wanted a place to lie down. 
He took him to Miles’ place to get s bed, and 
told him (Miles) that he had some money on his 
person, and to see t he was not rubbed, and 
that he (witness) would cali for him later. Bross 
spoke up and said Tes, you — — - 
— rob him and brought aim in here to 
throw the blame on me.“ stness asked. Do 
you call me a thiof? and Bross answered that 
he did.
